A FORMER FBI agent has claimed 
he carried on a four-year love 
affair with Natalie Wood - a sen- 
sational revelation that could 
finally prove the screen legend’s 
mysterious death 33 years ago was re- 
ally a shocking act of murder. 

“We were in love with each other,” 
hunky “G-Man” Donald Wilson de- 
clared in a blockbuster interview. 

Speaking exclusively to The National 
ENQUIRER, Donald, now 72, broke his 
silence and said the doomed “West 
Side Story” actress was frequently 
verbally abused by hothead husband 
Robert Wagner! 


“Natalie made it very clear to me that 
she was afraid her husband would kill 
her,” claimed Donald, who dated the 
actress behind the back of Wagner 
during his second marriage to Natalie. 

“[Wagner] had a violent temper, and 
she never knew when he was going to 
go off. Natalie said that she might do 
something that she thought was mi- 
nor, and he would become volatile.” 


THE STARTLING SEX secret, kept 
hidden for 33 years, rips the lid off an- 
other potential motive for her killing 
on board her yacht “Splendour,” ac- 
cording to investigators desperately 
trying to solve the Hollywood mystery. 

Donald told The ENQUIRER: “When 
I heard what had happened, I knew 
right away this was no accident.” 

Donald met Natalie in Coeur d’Alene, 
Idaho, in 1973. He was on a law en- 
forcement speaking tour. She was 
pregnant and hiding out from Wagner. 

“She told me her presence in Idaho 
was a spur-of-the-moment trip in an 
effort to distance herself from her hus- 
band,” Donald said. 

“Natalie explained that there were 
many times that he put her in fear for 
her life.” 

The two exchanged phone numbers 
and continued to meet up. 

Donald said they kept their romance 
a secret because the disclosure would 
“harm” Natalie’s film career and his 
FBI career. 

When asked why she stayed with 
him, Natalie - who divorced Wagner 
in 1962, only to remarry him in 1972 - 
told Donald: “I don’t know the answer. 
I certainly don’t know why I remarried

him. It was the worst decision I ever 
made.” 

Donald said Natalie was unhappy 
and fearful of her husband. 

“I found her to be highly intelligent, 
compassionate - and surprisingly 
naYve, considering her Hollywood su- 
perstar status,” Donald added. 

“And she lived in fear of Robert 
Wagner.” 

Donald said he and Natalie mutually 
agreed to end their romance in 1977. 

FOUR YEARS LATER, Natalie’s body 
was found floating off Catalina Island. 
Her cause of death was originally ruled 
an “accidental drowning.” 

But homicide investigators reopened 
the case in 2011, and a year later the 
Medical Examiner’s Office changed 
Natalie’s cause of death to “drowning 
and other undetermined factors.” 

Police have not identified Wagner or 
Natalie’s “Brainstorm” co-star Chris- 
topher Walken, now 71, as suspects, 
but former captain of the “Splendour,” 
Dennis Davern - who was on the yacht 
that fateful night - has implicated

Wagner to authorities. 

Dennis, who passed a poly- 
graph given by police, said 
Wagner fought with Natalie 
before she vanished from the 
boat. He also claimed Wagner 
delayed searching for her. 

Wagner, now 85, denies any 
responsibility for her death, 
but Donald told The EN- 
QUIRER he’s willing to 
describe to authorities 
the torment the “Rebel 
Without a Cause” ac- 
tress described to him. 
Donald believes his 
intimate knowledge of 
Natalie’s innermost fears and past is 
“relevant” to any ongoing criminal 
investigation. 

“I’ll tell you this: I will have no hesi- 
tancy to testify under oath before a 
grand jury or a subsequent legal pro- 
ceeding,” Donald told The ENQUIRER. 


DONALD, WHO BECAME a private 
security consultant after leaving the 
FBI in the late ’70s, gained national 
attention in 2000 when he worked 
on the Martin Luther King, Jr., assas- 
sination case. Despite documents 
obtained by Donald, a Justice Depart- 
ment probe determined James Earl 
Ray acted alone. 

Now, after years of silence, Donald is 
anxious to reveal what he knows about 
another enduring American mystery 
- Natalie’s death. He told The ENQUIR- 
ER: “Because of my fond memory of 
her and also to witness Justice prevail, 
I feel compelled to break my silence.”

A n oddball delivery 
man who patrolled 
the streets of Phoenix, 
Ariz., in a decommis- 
sioned police car as a 
self-styled “Zombie Hunter” 
has been arrested in connec- 
tion with two gruesome 1990s 
mutilation murders - one in- 
volving a decapitation. 

“This guy has eluded arrest 
for over 20 years for two hor- 
rific murders that terrorized 
this community,” Sgt. Trent 
Crump of the Phoenix Police 
Department told The National 
ENQUIRER. “This is a big win.” 

For the last 13 years, the sus- 
pect, 42-year-old Bryan Patrick 
Miller, has cultivated his image 
as a local celebrity. 

He marketed his Zom- 
bie Hunter police cruiser, 
complete with corpse 
mannequins in the back 
seat, on his Facebook 
page for appearances 
at “your comic store, 
zombie walk or apoca- 
lypse-themed film and 
photo shoot.” 


Now, The ENQUIRER can 
reveal that this is not Miller’s 
first brush with the law. He was 
questioned and released during 
the investigation into a stab- 
bing of a Washington woman 
in 2002. He also served time as 
a juvenile for stabbing a girl in 
high school! 

“We didn’t know about Wash- 
ington until after the arrest, and 
the other stabbing had been 
expunged,” Sgt. Crump 
said. 

Miller was ar- 
rested at his job at 
the Amazon.com 
warehouse for 
the grisly murders 
of Angela Brosso, 



22, who disappeared in Nov. 
1992, and Melanie Bernas, 17, 
who vanished 11 months later. 

Both women were cycling 
when they vanished. Angela’s 
mutilated, decapitated body 
was discovered 11 days before 
her head was found floating 
in the Arizona Canal. Melanie’s 
corpse was found floating in 
the same canal 11 months later. 

Police scoured Miller’s 
home looking for 
the missing bikes, 
clothing or news 
, clippings that he 
\ may have kept 
as trophies that 
'■ would link him to 
the crime. 

“It’s a hoarder 
house, packed from 
floor to ceiling,” ex- 
plained Sgt. Crump. 

Miller has ad- 
mitted to living in 
the area when the 
women were slaugh- 
tered, and police 
said new DNA evi- 
dence is damning. 


Melanie Bernas, left, was just 17 


when she was killed; Angela 


Brosso was 22 


“We didn’t have a DNA lab in 
1993,” added Sgt. Crump. “De- 
tectives took a new sample 
from him ... and made a definite 
match to those two murders.” 

Miller’s 2002 release after 
the stabbing of Melissa Ruiz- 
Ramirez, a woman he knew in 
Everett, Wash., came after his 
lawyers successfully argued 
she had tried to rob him. 

“He told me that he moved 
to Washington after he had 
trouble with the cops; now I 
know what he meant,” said Eric 
Braverman, who knows Miller 
from the comic book conven- 
tion circuit. 

Miller is being held without 
bail on two counts of first-de- 
gree murder and one count of 
sexual assault.

ler blush.” 

AN FBI FIELD report con- 
cluded the letter-writer 
“should be considered dan- 
gerous,” adding: “On 3/13/69 
James Garner, movie actor, 
telephonically contacted the 
Los Angeles Office at which 
time he acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of a letter identical to the 
one received by [redacted]. 

“Mr. Garner said he is due to 
travel to Chicago and will ar- 
rive in Chicago on Monday, 
3/17/69 ... and will depart Chi- 
cago on Wednesday, 3/19/69.” 

FBI agents spoke with 
James and advised the actor 
on contacting Chicago police 
to provide protection during 
his stay. FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover personally signed off 
on a lab report that showed

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"nine latent fingerprints of val- 
ue” were discovered, but the 
author was never identified. 

Jannes would face another 
threat in a 1983 letter obtained 
by the FBI. A confused and 
deranged fan had contacted 
the actor in his role as Jim 
Rockford, with the lovestruck 
lunatic demanding that the fic- 
tional detective help him track 
down a very real actress.

In a bizarre twist, the writer 
revealed in another letter that 
he was already institutional- 
ized, demanding that James 
visit him in the hospital - fur- 
ther ranting: “If you don’t you 
will die. I will have no choice but 
to kill you! And I’m not playing 
any Mickey Mouse games. You 
got no choice to help me or be 
prepared to die.” 

An FBI investigation con- 
firmed the man had committed 
a bank robbery and was resid- 
ing in a "California institution in 
which are incarcerated men- 
tally disordered sex offenders 
and the criminally insane.” 

The report added that any 
further investigation was 
dropped - in light of the threat 
being sent from inside a secure 
mental facility.

Christina, 51, has been arrest- 
ed for “domestic battery” - and 
battled alcohol and anger man- 
agement problems, according 
to explosive police reports 
uncovered exclusively by The 
National ENQUIRER.

B ill Cosby’s drug-and-rape scandal 
has caught fire again with several 
more women coming forward to 
accuse the 77-year-old comic of 
abuse. 

Former model Heidi Thomas joins the list 
of women that now totals more than 30! 

She claimed Cosby sexually assaulted 
her in Reno, Nev., in 1984 when she was a 
24-year-old aspiring actress. 

“I do remember waking up in his bed- 
room, and he’s naked,” Heidi said on Feb. 
25. “He was forcing himself [on me].” 

Only a few days earlier, Canadian model 
Linda Brown claimed Cosby drugged and 
assaulted her in Toronto in 1969. 

The brunette said she was 21 and set up 
with Cosby on a dinner date. “I took a sip 
and blacked out,” she said. “When I awak- 
ened, I was naked in the bed beside him.” 


Three other women recently claimed 
they, too, were assaulted. Former model 
Lise-Lotte Lublin said she was assaulted by 
Cosby in the Elvis Suite at the Hilton Hotel 
in Las Vegas in 1989 when she was 23. 

Cindra Ladd, the wife of Hollywood 
producer Alan Ladd, Jr., claimed Cosby 
drugged and raped her in 1969. 

And Helen Gumpel, an actress and for- 
mer model who appeared on an episode of 
“The Cosby Show,” claimed the star made 
lewd gestures to her in the late 1980s. 

Since the scandal broke, Cosby’s lawyers 
have repeatedly denied the accusations, 
which sources said could lead to a $350 
million divorce. 


Meanwhile the comic has declared: “Hey, 
hey, hey - I’m far from finished!” 

In a statement before a show in Louisiana 
he said: “Dear Fans: For 53 years you have 
given me your love, support, respect and 
trust.

Pryor also slammed Cosby in an interview.

J OHN Travolta’s nephew 
has accused the superstar 
of allowing Scientology to 
persecute him relentlessly 
after he quit the contro- 
versial church, The National 
ENQUIRER can now reveal.

The “Saturday Night Fe- 
ver” star is known as one of 
Scientology’s most high- 
profile celebrities. John and 
his wife, Kelly Preston, also a 
Scientologist, have publicly 
credited the church with 
helping them cope with the 
death of their son, Jett, in 
2009. 

The Church of Scientol- 
ogy did not respond to 
The ENQUIRER’S request 
for comment regarding the 
claims made in this story.

the religion.” 

For Sam, joining 
Scientology of- 
fered hope that he 
could turn his life 
around. 

AT THE TIME, “I 

was severely 
in a 

homeless shelter,” he said. 

But his decade-long associa- 
tion with the cult-like religion 
only made things worse. 

“They told me I had the 


depressed and living 


equivalent of a fourth-grade 
education, so they had me do 
menial jobs,” he recalled. 

“I was a file clerk in their LA 
ORG building on Sunset Bou- 
levard. I worked in a room 
nicknamed the ‘Gold Mine,’ 
because it contained lots of 
records. I was constantly be- 
ing yelled at to work faster. I 
was making $36 for a 60-hour 
week.” 

Before he finally cut ties with 
the church, other members 
“would mouth to me, ‘You are 
dead,’ over and over again. It 
was all about mental control 
for them,” he said. 

Sam claimed on an anti-Sci- 
entology blog that he sought 
help from the FBI at one point, 
“but they blew me off because 
they’re all friends of John Tra- 
volta.” Now, eight years after 
quitting the religion, Sam’s just 
trying to get on with his life. 

He told The ENQUIRER: “I 
blame Scientology for all my 
problems, but I’m okay.”

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Leonard and William’s rift went on for decades! 




L egendary “star Trek” actor Leon- 
ard Ninnoy, beloved to sci-fi fans 
as Mr. Spock, has died at age 83 - 
putting an end to one of showbiz’s 
longest and strangest feuds! 

The longtime television star suffered 
from the smoking-related lung disease 
CORD, with Leonard enduring a hospital 
stay just two weeks before his peaceful 
death on February 27 in his Bel-Air home. 

And his passing will leave an open 
wound with his co-star William Shatner, 
83, who played Captain Kirk in the hit ’60s 
sci-fi series. 

“Star Trek” was supposed to be Wil- 
liam’s showcase for stardom - and 
tensions went wild on the set as Spock 
began to literally receive laundry bags full 
of mail. 

“The electricity over there is so heavy 
you could charge a battery with it,” said a 
series insider at the time, with an anony- 
mous guest star adding: “You soon find 
out that Nimoy is the star, but Shatner is 
the boss.” 

One notorious incident involved Wil- 
liam arriving to have his makeup done, 
only to find a magazine photographer 



documenting the application of Spock’s 
pointy ears. 

As recalled by the late James Doohan, 
remembered as “Star Trek” engineer 
Scotty: “Bill’s hairpiece was being ap- 
plied. The top of his head was a lot of skin 
and a few little odd tufts of hair.” 

An embarrassed William finally stormed 
back to his dressing room, with produc- 
tion shut down for most of the day. 

But the co-stars formed a closer friend- 


ship after the successful “Star Trek” 
film series, with William asking recov- 
ered alcoholic Leonard to help his own 
boozing wife, Nerine Kidd. 

Leonard had been William’s best man 
at his 1997 wedding to the model, who 
was 28 years younger than her hus- 
band. Sadly, William’s troubled wife 
would be found dead in the pool of 
the couple’s Studio City, Calif., home in 
1999, after falling and hitting her head. 

The tensions still remained, though, 
with Leonard saying in 2010 that the 
longtime co-stars have “always been 
like two competitive siblings.” 

Still, William quickly took to social me- 
dia to mourn Leonard, writing: “I loved 
him like a brother. We will all miss his hu- 
mor, his talent, and his capacity to love.” 

The world was also touched by Leon- 
ard’s final post from his own Twitter 
account, written just four days before his 
passing. 

The dying actor wrote: “A life is like a 
garden. Perfect moments can be had, but 
not preserved except in memory. LLAP” - 
referring to Spock’s traditional farewell of 
“Live Long and Prosper.”
